when they are weaned and fed by 
themselves, Itis avery easy mat- 
ter to stunt the calf at this time, 
and while good feed and care may 
in a great measure eradicate the 


principal effects, yet it costs more 
time and extra feed in the end than 


is saved at the start, while very 
often the effects are never entirely 
overcome. 

Like stock of any kind it is much 
easier to allow calves to lose than 
te keep up a gain, but the most 
profitable plan is to feed and caré 
so that a good steady gain can be 
kept up. It may take some more 
feed to do this than to just feed 
enough to keep them alive, but the 
better growth secured will more 
than make this up. 

Early in the Fall is the best time 
for fi them into a good con- 


dition, while the weather is coo 
and before cold weather sets in. 
And when once in a good condition 
it is not g difficult matter to keep 
them so. 

To keep them warm and comfort- 
im t item in 

a good condition 
as economically as possible, and to 
do this shelter sho be provided 
ahead. It is bad enough to allow 
old stock that have been toughened 
to it (such a thing is possible) to 
be exposed to all kinds of weather; 
but it is worse for young stock, so 
much so that it is simply no econ- 
omy whatever to attempt to winter 
them without providing good shel- 
ter ahead. 

And this work should be attended 
to early. There is nothing saved 
by wai The shelter should be 
ahead of the first storm; this is the 
only safe plan. We know by our 
own experience that the first storm 
that comes in the Fall, or the first 
celd weather that comes, we feel 
much worse than after we get some- 
what accustomed to it. And stock 
are affected in the same way; and 
for this reason we should eee 
and see that the shelter is all ready 
when the stock need it. 

This will make considerable dif- 
ference inthe quantity of feed re- 

uired, and especially with grain. 

fact if dry, warm shelter 
a very small amount of 
be needed; while if un- 


Winter, when the prospects are that 
corn will be in good demand at fair 

.. Corn fodder can be given 
and a léss quantity of hay, as wheat 
straw cav be -cnt and mixed with 
the hay; but the quantity of bran 
should not be lessened. 

Calves should be fed and watered 
regularly. This of course is an 
important item with stock of all 
kinds; and if attended to regularly 
be gee with good bedding and 

ept warm and comfortable, they 
will keep wing all Winter, and 
will be well worth sufficiently more 
to pay well for the feed and care.

- Tue attentive reader of labor plat- 
forms will notice that in many in- 
stances they urge the adoption of a 
great number and variety of re- 
forms, real or supposed, instead of 
conceutrating the strength of the 
workingmeo upon a few measures 
‘regarded as of prime importance, 
A different course of action was 
suggested by Mr. Powderly in his 
address before the couvention of 
the Kuighte of Labor at Minne- 
apolis, He recommended that the 
Kuights of Labor should go before 
the next Congress asking for the 
passage of but ove or two measures, 
aud those important ones, so that 
the whole strength of the organi- 
zdtion should be concentrated be- 
hind those making the demand. 
The two measures suggested by 
him were the creation of a depart- 
ment of ldbor and the establish- 
ment of a system of Government 
telegraphy to be run in connection 
with the postal service. Whatever 
may be the fate of those particular 
measures, remarks Bradstreet’s, 
there can be no doubt of the sound- 
ness, from his point of view, of Mr.

THE coinage of silver continues, 
and the country prospers. Two 
years ago dire predictions were 
made by gold bugsin Wall street 
and heralded abroad by President 
Cleveland and Secretary Manning, 
that unless the white metal ceased 
to be a part of our monetary 
system financial ruin and disaster 
would result to the nation. But 
the coinage goes steadily on, and 
the howlers have evidently sought 
and found their holes. The East, 
West, North and South are enjoy- 
ing unusual prusperity, and the 
signs of the times pvint to a con- 
tinuance of the same. W'ithall the 
“cussin’’ it has rece‘yv«:', silver con- 
tinuea to hold its place in the mar- 
kets of the world. At the present 
time it is firm and steady, with 
very tlight variations in quotations 
for bars. The demand for bullion 
for shipment to China and Japan 
seems to be adequate to absorb 
whatever supply of the metal there 
is upon the market, while India 
exchange is reasonably ateady. 


THAT the business of Reno is im- 
proving is evident from the report 
of the condition of the First Na- 
tional Bank published in to-day’s is- 
sue of the GAZETTE. Since August 
ist, 1887, to the present time the bus- 
iness of the iustitution has in- 
creased from $459,000 to $504,000. 
The loans have increased from 
$313,000 to $350,000, and the de- 
posits from $221,600 to $239,000. 
For a combination of reasous, de- 
posits decrease this season of the 
year, but this Fall has been an ex- 
ception to the rule. This favorable 
showing is due to the fact that con- 
siderable wealth of the State is cen- 
tering bere, whereas formerly the 
bauk relied entirely upon local cap- 
ital for business. 

Farther evidence of the fact 
above cited is obtained from the 
condition of the Bank of Nevada, 
which has only been in existence 
four months, and yet shows assets 
of $159,687.83. Of its capital the 


new bank has paid in $88,000.

A Riot Threatenéd in London. 

Lonpon, Oct. 14.—The unemployed 
persons who frequent Trafalgar Square 
formed in a body to-day and marched 
to the mansion house, where they de- 
manded an interview with the Lord 
Mayor. The Lord Mayor declined to 
have any conversation with the mob, 
The crowd insisted upon an interview, 


but were refused. They then openly 
denounced the Lord Mayor, after 
which they started back to Trafalgar 
Square. They stopped at the office of 
the Standard newspa. er, hooting and 
jeering. The police attempted to dis- 
perse the crowd, but were met with 
resistance. They then charged the 
mob and seized a black banner and a 
number of red flags. The mob then 
scatteretl, but sbortly after rallied. 
The leaders of the crowd shouted: 
‘Men assert your rights!”’ 

The mob rusbed upon the police and 
forced them back from their position 
and recaptured the black banner. The 
police soon recovered. however, and 
again charged the mob, which became 
ga and ran in every direc- 
Lion, 


Scotchmen Shut Out. 

AusTIN, Texas, Oct. 14.—The Mata- 
dora Landed Cattle Company, incorpo- 
rated in Scotland with a capital of 
£400,000, has been refused a charter to 
do business in Texas. Attorney Gen- 
eral Hog ong decides that to grant a cbar- 
ter would be clearly repugnant to pub- 
lic in:erests, and declares that even a 
domestic corporation could not be is- 
sued a charter for the purpose of pur- 
chasing and owning real estate in 
Texas, when such is their maio pur- 
pose. 


A Fast Train to Mexico. 

Mexico, Oct. 14.—It is announced 
that Huntington’s international rail- 
road, which runs froin Eagle Pass, a 
point on the Ceutral Railroad, will be 
completed next month, that the roll- 
ing stock will bejready in January and 
that a fast mail service between New 
York and Mexico can then be had. It 
is said that if quicker time can be had 
on the immediately connecting road, 
the time between the City of exico 
and New York will be reduced for 
passengers and mails to four days and 
ahalf. This would beu gain of three 
days and a half over the present time.

| . KING OF SIAM. | 


First Christmas Festival in the 
Oriental Palace. 


; 


There is no country in the far East 
in which holidays and festal seasons 
are so numerous and where they are 
60 enthusiastically observed by the 
common people as they are in Siam. 
All classes participate in the public 
celebration and king and peasant for- 
get their relative rank amid the gen- 
eral delirium of jay. 

Only two years ago his Majesty, 
the second King of_Siam, although a 
sincere Buddhist, opened the doors 
of his palace on Christmas day and 
invited the missionaries and their 
friends to a grand royal feast which 
was given in honor of the occasion. 
It was the first Christmas festival 
ever held in an Oriental palace, and 
the entertainment was in every re- 
spect worthy of their enlightened 
ruler. One of his mo po guests 
thus describes the royal banquet and 
the evening entertainment: 

‘‘On the day of the feast, or rather 
evening, for in the East dinneramong 
the denizens of uppertendom always 
comes after sunset, we all met at the 

lace, which was in such a blaze of 
ight, from moat to turrets, as to be 
visible for miles away on the river. 
The royal host received his guests 
with graceful courtesy, and did the 
honors with the ease and polish of a 
Beau Brummel. He wore on the oc- 
casion a dark-blue full-dress naval 
uniform, with epaulettes and buttons 
of pure gold—a _ dress: peculiarly 
suited to his erect figure and compact 
form. He occupied the head of his 
table, with an American lady at the 
side ; and one of the resident mission- 
aries, who sat at the other end of the 
board, said grace in the English lan- 

uage. The room was brilliantly il- 
uminated with wax candles, and 
the table fairly aglow with the 
sheen of massive gold and silver 
— and the glitter of — glass.

Various other amusements followed, | 
among them a single combat in 
which I was much interested—a trial 
of skill between two youthful knights. 
The effort was to unhorse, not to 
wound. The young men were both 
of noble presence, and apparently 
very evel? matched, as nearly an 
hour elapsed before any advantage 
was gained by either. 

“At last the victory was decided | 
by an accident, the breaking of the | 
sword of one of the combatants; an 
advantage of which he dexteronsly 
availed himself, though he magnan- | 
imously threw away his own weapon | 
before bearing down on his adver- 
sary.
